"er/iultii'jii docs not appear to possess 
tho prociso iniormaLlou requiroJ by 
tbo publin jmt now as to which is real- 
ly tho best and least cxpeusive route 
to follow from iho Load ot navigation 
on iho Fraser. Tho quualiou uabumos 
now such a different and much wider 
aspect, embraces so many now and 
mora vital interests, that it can bo no 
longer limited by parties in this Col- 
ony to tho success jncroly ot one route 
over another; for that day and all its 
iseues aro buried lorovor, British 
Colambia to^dny and Jrilish Columbia 
&v@ years ago, isolated and uncarod 
iot as she was then, are by no moans 
the same thiQg. To-day, from her 
geograpbioal pOBition and imraenso 
yegources, she gravitates naturally to 
tbe centre of a system of coDSolidated 
power far snperior to anything Amer»< 
ica ever prosonted, and in tbe end 
destined to control nearly half tbo 
"world. Local prejudices, local in- 
terests) local individuaUsms and 
local ontorpriSQB must thoretoro 
all perish wilb tho progress of ideas 
and political stalua, and tho question 
of tho proposed road stripped of all 
ifisuos except that which will best 
sobscrve tlic intcrosts of tho Colony, 
and tho now political importanco she 
must soon receive and enjoy. Thuii, 
if tbo Fraser Kivor lload is found on 
iurtber survey to be more advan- 
tageous for that end than the Buio 
Inlet Eoad, that Road is inevitable ; 
and all who oppose it will bo trampled 
nnder foot by the march of progress. 
So much for the gnoBtiou politically. 
Both routes must soon bo the subject 
of critical examination by competent 
engineers, and tbe ono possesEing tbe 
greatest natural odyantages will be aocepted. 
The report in quosLion, which is by no 
means without moriti bo inr aa it goon, 

two passes over the Rooky Mo^ntainSj 
viz., Leather Pass nnd Howse's Pass, 
both nearly the samo altitude above 
tho sea, whilo to roach either it will 
coat n??^'''^ ^h" '•"■ni" amonnt of 
money; In this aoloction, of course, 
tho greatest good to tho Colony must 
bo tho main idoa. Tho navigation ot 
tbo T'Viiser, from (Jiiiisnollomouth lo 
TotoJauno Cuciio, wu |)|jOrtihg'te' fCnio" 
made ultiuintuly praclicablo, would, in 
deciding upon Leather Pass, confer 
some convonionco on travelers, but 
beyond that it would bo coraparulivoo 
]y useless, and still loes so to people in 
tha lower eouutry or to tbo rusidonts of 
Cariboo. On tbo other hand, the 
adoption of HowBs's Pasa, would open 
up a ooaniry of immuiiee value for 
mining, agrioalLure and grazing, and 
thus oenlralizo & prodaolivo element 
wbiob Qonid easily aopply all tbo 
wants of tbe two extremes of tbo 
country, and reduce living in both to 
nearly onchalf of their present cost ; 
and this while the ultiiuato cost ot 
construction would bo tho suino ; this 
Pass, it will bo Hcon pi/SBOr^Hos claims 
well worth tho consideration of tho 
(aovernnien la, whoHO duty it will bo 
finally to maiieillio choice. However, 
it is not our iutonlioii to do more than 
ijivo the iflniiKj wiiicdi a porusul nf the 
report siij^'goHts ; and in doing ho, wc 
simply record the facts gained by our 
personal exporionco and knowledge, 
that thoy may, if possible, contribute 
to tbo goDorul good. I'acrocan bo no 
doubt, if tho road is takon through tho
